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io will run medical centre?

AN ANNOUNCE¬ 
MENT on who will be 
taking over the provi¬ 
sion of services at 
Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre is expected 
later this month. 

Dorset Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) went out to 
tender for new service 
providers earlier this year 
after the controversial de¬ 
cision was taken to evict 
Dr Ian Conway, following 
a long-running dispute 
over the ownership of the 
building. 

An update was given on 
the tendering process by 
Andrew Morris of Dorset 
PCT at last week’s Ly- 
meForward meeting, but 
he was unable to announce 
who the new service 
provider would be. 

Mr Morris said: “This 
process has been going on 
since March 2012 when 
the PCT placed a national 
advert for service 
providers to take over 
Lyme Regis Medical Cen¬ 


tre. We had 31 expressions 
of interest and 17 con¬ 
firmed acceptance of ten¬ 
der documentation.” 

This was filtered down 
to five firm tenders for 
provision of services, who 
were shown around the 
medical centre and invited 
to present their proposals. 

Final submissions were 
made on July 18th before 
a recommendation was 
made to the PCT board at 
the end of July. 

Mr Morris explained that 
letters had been sent to 
providers informing them 
of the of the decision but 
they were now in a stand¬ 
still period, in which 
providers can dispute deci¬ 
sion, until September 24th. 

It is expected that an an¬ 
nouncement of the new 
service provider will be 
made that week through 


the local press and on the 
PCT’s website. 

Mr Morris admitted that 
“more time has slipped by 
then we would have envis¬ 
aged” and they would 
have to “work hard” to get 
the contract in place. 

“Hopefully this saga will 
come to an end quite 
quickly,” he added. 

Stability 

Town and district coun¬ 
cilor, Daryl Turner, asked 
what the lease period 
would be, adding that he 
would like to see some sta¬ 
bility. 

Mr Morris said: “I’m not 
sure but I believe its 25 
years. It will certainly be a 
minimum of 10 years.” 

Councillor Turner also 
asked about NHS dental 
services in the area, fol¬ 
lowing the switch to the 
private sector at Kent 


House Dental Practice and 
the news that Charmouth 
Dental Practice would 
close in December. 

Mr Morris said this was 
a completely different 
process. 

Chairman of Lyme Regis 
Development Trust, 
Wendy Davies, asked: “Is 
there likely to be another 
NHS surgery open in 
Charmouth in the New 
Year?” 

Mr Morris replied: “I 
wish I could answer that 
question but I don’t know. 
I will take back your con¬ 
cerns though.” 

Referring to Charmouth 
patients being relocated to 
Kent House, Mrs Davies 
added: “There’s obviously 
considerable concern at 
the moment with people 
getting letters saying they 
have been relocated to a 
dentist that is not actually 
an NHS dentist, although I 
believe he is offering NHS 
services temporarily.” 
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■ MAKING MUSIC: Young musicians from B Sharp 
rounded off the tenth anniversary Lyme Regis 
ArtsFest with a busking festival over the week¬ 
end.

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SERENNA DAVIES was born and raised in south 
Dorset before training as a nurse in Oxfordshire 
where she lived for nearly 30 years. 

After a spell in London she moved back to 
Dorset five years ago where she became involved 
with the Love Learning classes in Bridport. 

The 57-year-old now works for charities sup¬ 
porting bereaved families and vulnerable young 
people as well as offering a counselling service 
from her home near Winterbourne Steepleton. 

The mother of two grown-up daughters is 
about to launch a series of Bridport-based work¬ 
shops focusing on life skills. 


■ WHAT made you start this type of workshop? 

I felt it would be a good idea to offer workshops for the 
community on issues that most of us find challenging 
and where there is not a lot of support. I have been learn¬ 
ing Italian through Love Learning at the Olive Tree restau¬ 
rant for a year now and have been very impressed with 
the teaching and what they offer. 

■ WHO can benefit? 

Parents wanting to learn more about parenting. Children 
of all ages (including teenagers) wanting help with spe¬ 
cific issues or wanting support with these challenging 
years. Anyone who has suffered the loss of a loved-one 
and wants to meet people in the same situation and gain 
support and information on the grieving process. Any¬ 
one who has been struggling to lose weight and would 
like help with confidence and self-esteem issues while 
discussing why we comfort-eat and can't say no to some 
foods. Anyone who has recently retired and is finding it 
quite hard and is maybe feeling quite lonely. Anyone 
who is struggling with their work/life balance. Most peo¬ 
ple know things have to change but they can't see how. 

■ WHAT can people expect from one of your work¬ 
shops? 

The workshops will be relaxed and supportive. They will 
be interactive and we will work in pairs and groups. Par¬ 
ticipants will learn more about the subject being offered 
and they will get some ideas to help deal with the issues 
that they have come to discuss. The two-hour sessions 
will include a short break for drinks and home-made 
cookies. 

■ IS LIFE more complicated today compared to days 
gone by? 

I don't think life is more complicated, it's just different. I 
think we are all more open to accept that life changes 
and experiences are extremely challenging and most of 
us have not had the training to deal with them. We are 
more likely now to seek out a counsellor or therapist and 
accept advice and support. We also are more open to try¬ 
ing to get our needs met and not live our lives in sacrifice. 
Many men are resistant, but I find that they find sessions 



extremely helpful and start looking at things in a differ¬ 
ent way. 

■ ARE there experiences that have changed the way 
you approach life? 

I have experienced divorce and the death of family mem¬ 
bers and close friends. I have started a new life in London 
and now back in Dorset. The experiences have made me 
stronger, more positive and have made me feel very 
grateful for the life that I have. I now live in the moment 
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and enjoy life to the full. 

■ SPORTS psychologists have been in the news dur¬ 
ing the Olympic Games. Can counselling really im¬ 
prove sporting performance? 

Counselling can definitely help performance. Most of us 
believe that we are not good enough, do not have what 
it takes to succeed. Working on our blocks can help enor¬ 
mously. Psychology of Vision worked with one of the 
crews on the Round the World Yacht Race. They ended 
up being the only crew that stayed together throughout 
the race and they did really well too. 

■ WHAT made you start learning Italian? 

I love Italy and have been to Tuscany, Bologna, Venice 
and Sicily. Languages don't come easily to me but I have 
persevered, helped by great teaching at Love Learning 
in Dorset. I think it is important to make the effort when 
we go to other countries. We Brits assume that everyone 
can speak English. 

■ YOU come from a family with some history in Wey¬ 
mouth. Is family history something that interests 
you? 

My family has Weymouth's oldest established business - 
I J. Brown and Sons which opened in 1882. My family pro¬ 
duced the first qualified optician in the west country and 
my father was the first to fit contact lenses in Dorset. It is 
believed that my ancestor Sir John Brown traded in silk 
and was an admiral in Elizabethan times at the time of 
the Armada. I like history generally. Recently I have been 
learning more about the lost village atTyneham, where 
the families were evacuated during the war and were 
never allowed to return. It is a very sad story and seems 
very unfair. The MOD still own and use the land. 

■ IF YOU could run a workshop attended by anyone 
living or dead, who would be in it? 

Judi Dench, Rowan Atkinson, Julie Waters and Michael 
McIntyre. It would be hilarious. We would spend most of 
the time laughing. 

■ WHAT three new skills would you bring to a desert 
island? 

Fishing, lighting fires and being alone.

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School relocation plans revealed

MRS Ethelston’s Primary 
School will be showcasing 
plans this weekend for its 
proposed relocation. 

It is hoped the school 
will move to land between 
Uplyme Village Hall and 
the new Guinness housing, 
currently under construc¬ 
tion, on Lyme Road. The 
existing school falls well 
short of providing decent 
facilities for the children of 
Uplyme, with limited and 
poor quality teaching 
space, no school hall for 
assembly, lunchtimes and 
wet play, no grassed area 
for outside sports and is¬ 
sues with subsidence. In 
addition, there are cur¬ 
rently six classrooms for 
seven year groups, mean¬ 
ing that peer groups have 
to be split. 

Chairman of the school’s 
trustees, Neil Pullinger, 


said: “The existing school 
cannot be improved in 
situ. The site is too small 
and there are land stability 
issues. A major reconfigu¬ 
ration of the existing 
school would be very ex¬ 
pensive and disruptive and 
would fail to deliver the 


step-change in facilities 
that is so badly needed.” 

Plans will be on show 
between 3pm and 8pm on 
Friday, September 21st 
and 9am and 1pm on Sat¬ 
urday, September 22nd, 
with local dignitaries 
being invited to view the 


proposals on the Friday. 

As well as showing the 
plans, the exhibition will 
include children’s ideas for 
the new school and the 
School Build Planning 
Team will be available to 
answer questions. Those 
attending will be encour¬ 


aged to fill in a feedback 
form. 

The build proposal in¬ 
cludes a new two-storey 
school building incorpo¬ 
rating a hall, seven class¬ 
rooms, administration 
offices, storage and visitor 
reception, as well as a 
grassed area for team 
sports. The design and lay¬ 
out of the proposal have 
been shaped by planning, 
transportation and flood 
risk considerations, and 
further information will be 
available at the exhibition. 

The school building will 
be set back from the Guin¬ 
ness housing and Lyme 
Road, and will face away 
from the housing, sympa¬ 
thetic to the needs of the 
community and designed 
to complement the village. 
The location of the pro¬ 
posed school building has 


been established following 
extensive modelling and 
discussions with the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency, which 
has now accepted the prin¬ 
ciple of the layout. 

The school trustees are 
preparing an outline plan¬ 
ning application for the 
proposal, which they hope 
to submit in the next few 
weeks. They hope to estab¬ 
lish the principle of the 
new school on the site by 
obtaining an outline plan¬ 
ning permission. 

Visual appearance and 
landscaping will be ad¬ 
dressed at the detailed 
planning stage, but the 
trustees envisage a high 
standard of sustainable de¬ 
sign and building opera¬ 
tions. The aim is to create 
a high-quality learning en¬ 
vironment for children and 
teachers. 


Uplyme field could close if 
flooding solution not found

THE trustees of the King 
George V Playing Field in 
Uplyme fear they will be 
forced to close the field if 
a suitable flood protection 
scheme is not found soon. 

A scheme was approved 
by Uplyme Parish Council 
last year, funded by Sec¬ 
tion 106 money which is 
offered by local develop¬ 
ers. This included running 
pipework under the tennis 
courts to the play park but 
work never went ahead 
because the ground sur¬ 
face was not in the right 
condition and the contrac¬ 
tor was not available. 

After the field, and in 
particular the tennis 
courts, were hit by floods 
in July this year, the coun¬ 
cil agreed that even if the 
flood scheme had been 
put in place it would not 


have been able to deal 
with the amount of water 
on the tennis courts, and 
would have instead 
caused flooding in the 
play park where thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
council-owned play eqip- 
ment is sited. 

Councillors agreed to 
seek technical advice on 
the best way forward and 
a working party has spent 
the past two months col¬ 
lecting information and 
investigating small allevi¬ 
ation schemes as well as a 
long-term solution. 

The field trustees are, 
however, increasingly 
concerned that future 


heavy rain will again 
flood the tennis courts, 
which is their only source 
of income. It cost between 
£600 and £900 to clear the 
courts both in January 
2011 and July of this year, 
and they now need resur¬ 
facing. 

They have said that they 
will have to close the field 
and cease its maintenance 
to the detriment of all 
local users if “this danger 
is not alleviated”. 

The trustees have pro¬ 
posed that the council im¬ 
mediately reconsider the 
previously approved 
scheme with some im¬ 
provements, but the coun¬ 


cil received this request 
too late to agree at their 
last meeting. 

Councillors have agreed 
they are unwilling to 
spend taxpayers’ money 
on a scheme they are not 
convinced will be ade¬ 
quate without getting ex¬ 
pert advice. 

Parish clerk Lois Wake- 
man explained that coun¬ 
cillors did sympathise 
with the trustees and 
agreed something had to 
be done as soon as possi¬ 
ble. However, they did not 
want to spend taxpayers’ 
money unless they be¬ 
lieved the scheme would 
work, and were conscious 
that they needed to protect 
the council-owned play 
equipment. 

• THE name and address 
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of new affordable housing 
in Uplyme has been re¬ 
vealed as 1-8 Maters 
Close, Uplyme, Lyme 
Regis, Dorset DT7 3XN. 

Parish councillors heard 
an update on the develop¬ 
ment at their last meeting. 
Surface water drainage to 
the stream is now almost 
complete and the two base 
slabs are now finished. 

There are still problems 
with a patch of greensand 
near the site entrance and 
discussions are in hand 
with the Highways De¬ 
partment, which will take 
over the roadwork in this 
area. 


Bids for potential new 
residents will be adver¬ 
tised in November. The 
easiest way for applicant 
to see updates on this is to 
access their accounts at 
w ww.de vonhomechoice .c 
om to see the homes they 
are eligible to apply for.

STEPS are being taken 
to set up a Community 
Land Trust and provide 
more affordable housing 
in Lyme Regis. 

A Community Land 
Trust (CLT) is a non¬ 
profit, community-based 
organisation, run by vol¬ 
unteers to develop hous¬ 
ing, workspaces, 

community facilities or 
other assets that meet the 
needs of the community, 
are owned and controlled 
by the community and 
are made available at 
permanently affordable 
levels. 

Lyme Regis Develop¬ 


ment Trust has been 
eager to set up a CLT in 
the town for many years 
and recently called for 
volunteers to help get 
this off the ground. 

Volunteer Keith Jenkin 
gave an update on their 
progress at last week’s 
LymeForward meeting. 

He said: “As you all 
probably know housing 
and affordable housing 
has been outside the 
council remit for many 
years but affordable 


housing has found its 
way on to the community 
plan and they called for 
volunteers to set up a 
Community Land Trust.” 

He explained that a 
CLT was not a legal en¬ 
tity but a legal concept 
and needed a legal entity 
to run alongside it, such 
as a limited company. 

Mr Jenkin added that 
the volunteers had sub¬ 
mitted an application in 
August to register as an 
emerging CLT for the 


cost of £50 and had ap¬ 
plied for a formation 
pack, which they were 
expecting to arrive soon. 
It was agreed that Lyme 
Regis Development Trust 
would pay back this £50 
from a reserve fund. 

“In the next few weeks 
we will be in the position 
to take advantage of any 
opportunities that come 
our way regarding af¬ 
fordable housing,” Mr 


Jenkin added. 

Jane Nicken, the new 
head of community plan¬ 
ning and development at 
West Dorset District 
Council, offered her help 
in the process. 

She said: “We know 
that affordable housing is 
one of your priorities in 
Lyme Regis and that’s 
what we are here to do - 
to help you.” 

District and town coun¬ 


cillor, Daryl Turner, sug¬ 
gested the volunteers 
look at the report on the 
recently finished Buck- 
land Newton Community 
Land Trust, saying it in¬ 
cluded “warts and all” 
because they had “a lot 
of issues”. 

Discussions were also 
held over which organi¬ 
sation would act as the 
land trust’s legal entity 
and facilitator.

Undercliff talk 


AN updated version of the Lyme Regis Community 
Plan has been launched. 

The plan was originally launched by LymeForward 
in 2007, setting out objectives and goals for the 
town up until 2027 under several different themes. 

Following an extensive public consultation period, 
including public discussions at town council meet¬ 
ings and a printed consultation in the View From 
Lyme Regis, the refreshed version was launched on 
Thursday at a LymeForward meeting. 

The updated plan includes achievements since 
2007, such as the Marine Parade shelters re-opening, 
opening of the Malthouse, the campaign against 
plastic bags by Turn Lyme Green, a survey of hous¬ 
ing needs, the Community Lunch Club, saving of the 
library, new yellow lines and traffic calming meas¬ 
ures, the purchase and opening of The Hub, among 
many others. 

It also sets out new objectives to be completed 
within the next fives years under the themes of 
economy; environment; health, well-being and safer 
communites; housing; sports, culture and lifelong 
learning; traffic and transport; youth. 

These include to build and fund a Jurassic Coast 


Studies Centre, help in extending the museum, sup¬ 
port work to stabilise East Cliff, improve water qual¬ 
ity, continue the community orchard idea, held GPs 
and health workers to understand local needs; en¬ 
sure that key workers in Lyme Regis have access to 
affordable housing, support police in maintaining 
low crime levels, ensure the needs of Lyme Regis are 
followed in the new district Local Plan, set up a Com¬ 
munity Land Trust, ensure a sustainable future for 
the library, continue to improve the museum, Town 
Mill and Marine Theatre, develop proposal to im¬ 
prove Cobb Gate area, review park and ride services, 
enforce restrictions on delivery times in Broad Street 
and ease traffic, complete refurbishment ofThe Hub, 
deliver a skatepark and support B Sharp. 

The refreshed plans also includes a "Wish List" of 
things LymeForward would like to see happen if the 
resources or opportunity arises. 

The updated plan will be delivered to every house¬ 
hold in Lyme Regis. 

Chairman of Lyme Regis Development Trust, 
Wendy Davies, thanked West Dorset District Council 
for donating £500 towards printing costs.

Jay Taylor discusses 
his new theatre show

The 'Misfits'actor talks to Marine Theatre Artistic Director Tim Bell 


Why did you decide to go into acting? 

I HAVE no idea! I must have had a screw loose, but it's just what I always 
wanted to do! I started a Saturday drama club when I was 11, and loved it. 
I guess it all just grew from there. 

Were you inspired by theatre and film when you were young? 

MORE so film, if I'm being completely honest. I loved James Bond films and 
I thought Sean Connery was awesome. I didn't get into theatre until a little 
later and that's when I became obsessed with Olivier, Gielgud and all the 
greats. 

Did you take part in school plays? 

YES, a few. But I was pretty awful when I was young! Very wooden and I was 
more concerned with what my hair looked like than my performance. I was 
a typical teenage boy and was fairly convinced that acting in the school 
play wasn't cool. 

Is acting in the family genes? 

MY family all work in TV but they are all behind the camera, but I suppose 
'showbusiness' is in the genes a bit! 

You trained at RADA. What was the highlight of your drama school 
days? And you favourite college role? 

I LOVED just being surrounded by people who were as passionate about 
theatre and film as I am. And I enjoyed the discipline it taught me. Up until 
I went to RADA, I was quite lazy and thought that I could just wing it. But 
you can't wing it at RADA. My favourite role was John Hinckley in Stephen 
Sondheim's'Assassins'. It's a brilliantly funny and dark musical for people 
that hate musicals (like me!) 

You played a part in the hit TV series Misfitsl Can you tell us a bit about 
your character and why you think the show was such a success? 

I THINK Misfits is a great show because it doesn't patronise younger viewers 
and doesn't make out that kids are either saints or villains; the characters 
are sometimes both and I think that's what makes them both very appeal¬ 
ing and very human. I played a very unpleasant running coach with a dark 
secret. It was great fun! I love playing bad guys. 

I Y Peterborough has just been to the Edinburgh Fringe Festival. What 
was it like for you as an actor? 

It was my first Fringe Festival and Edinburgh was a fantastic experience, 
but we had a very hectic time. I enjoyed it immensely, but after a month I 
was ready to return to normality! Luckily, the audiences seemed to really 
respond to the play and feedback was great. That's a testament to Joel Hor- 
wood's brilliant writing. 

After visiting a few regional venues, you'll be taking the show to the 
Soho Theatre in London. Are you excited about that? 

I LOVE the Soho and we're very excited to be going there, but we love this 
play so much that we would perform it in a cattle shed and be happy! We're 
looking forward to all of the venues on the tour! 

Are you looking forward to coming to visiting the Marine Theatre? 

I LOVE Dorset. Only a few weeks ago, I was camping with friends near Corfe 
Castle and I was absolutely blown away by how beautiful the scenery was, 
so I'm very excited about coming to visit Lyme Regis!

SCRUM DOWN: RUGBY ROUND-UP

Oaks felled in satisfying start for Briport 


ON another match day during which the water car¬ 
riers were very much in evidence, I made the short 
journey to Bridport to watch them open their 
league programme, with a game against the newly- 
promoted Oakmedians 2nds.

ALTHOUGH a breeze blowing down the ground 
threatened to make life difficult for the lineout 
throwers, other conditions were ideal for Bridport's 
first league game of the season.
